The college movie {heater open- 
ed on Friday, Jan. 7, with the show- 
ing of “Hans Christian Andersen.” 
Mr. Paul Kelly, associate profes- 
sor of business administration, is 
in charge of booking movies and is 
acting as manager of the theater 
which is a branch of the Palace 
Theater in Rensselaer. 

The college spent $1,000 erecting 
the screen and projection booth, 
with the projectors, projectionist, 
and other equipment furnished by 
the Affiliated Theaters Corp. The 
company also set the admission 
price. No profit is realized by the 
college. 

The screen is 14 by 26 ft. and the 
projectors are equipped to show 
Cinemascope, Vista-Vision, and 
other new processes. 

Two-hour programs are present- 
ed and will take place on Saturdays 
and Sundays at 10:00 p.m. When 
a mixer or basketball game falls 
on a Saturday night, the program 
will take place on Friday at 7:00 
p.m. 

The theater will show only pic- 
tures that are ranked class “A” by 
the Legion of Decency and which 
score 10 points in a trade journal 
of*Jthe movie world called “Box- 
office.” The movies are not receiv- 
ed more than 6 months from their 
release date.

In 1950 he was 
appointed Community Director of 
Education for the Society of the 
Precious Blood. Since 1937 he has 
been active in the college direction 
of student teaching in Indiana and 
he is now president of the Indiana 
Unit of the Association for Student 
Teaching. He annually' helps con- 
duct workshops on problems in 
teacher training and is vice-presi- 
dent of the Midwest Unit of the 
National Catholic Educational As- 
sociation. 

The ninth in a family of 11 
children, Fr. Pax was botn at 
Celina, Ohio in * 1903. An older 
brother, the Rev. Anthony H. Pax, 
Q.PP.S., ’14 died in 1943. Rev. 
Victor J. Pax, C. P.P. S., ’30, a 
younger brother, is assistant 
chaplain of the Precious Blood 
Convent, Dayton, Ohio.
